From  the  President 


COPIAH  -LINCOLN 


It  was  another  exceptional  year  for  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College  as  we  continued  to  increase  our  student 
enrollment  and  improve  our  campus  facilities.  As  a  college 
administration  we  worked  diligently  to  implement  our  strategic 
plan  and  achieve  our  goals.  Supporting  our  mission  and  providing 
tremendous  leadership  has  been  the  Co-Lin  Board  ofTrustees.  led 
by  Mr.  Eugene  Bates. 

The  2010-201 1  academic  year  was  another  record  setting  year  as 
our  student  enrollment  grew  by  four  percent  with  the  number  of 
students  reaching  an  all-time  high  of  3,799.  During  the  past  three 
years,  the  student  enrollment  at  our  three  Co-Lin  campuses  has 
grown  approximately  20  percent.  Co-Lin's  student  enrollment  has 
now  climbed  higher  than  three  of  the  universities  in  our  state. 

Facilities  construcrion,  repairs  and  renovations  have  remained  a 
college  priority.  During  this  year  we  completed  new  construction 
on  the  Alton  Greenlee  Wolf  Hollow  Club  House  and  the  How- 
ell C.  Garner  Instructional  Center  at  the  Natchez  Campus.  We 
also  started  construction  on  a  new  men's  honor  dormitory  at  the 
Wesson  Campus  and  developed  plans  to  expand  our  football  field 
house  and  construct  a  concessions  area  and  press  box  at  the  softball 
field.  Future  plans  include  a  complete  renovation  of  Ellis  Hall, 
Copiah  Hall,  and  Ellzey  Hall. 

There  were  numerous  notable  accomplishments  by  our  faculty, 
staff,  students,  organizations,  and  athletic  teams  during  the  2010- 
201 1  academic  year.  Our  students  represented  our  college  by  par- 
ticipating in  state,  regional,  and  national  competitions.  They  were 
involved  in  community  service  projects  that  benefited  children, 


those  serving  in  the  military  and  small  communities  in  our  district. 
All  of  our  athletic  teams  remained  competitive  with  our  football 
ream  finishing  as  runner-up  in  the  state  and  our  girls  basketball 
team  winning  the  state  and  regional  championships  and  finishing 
sixth  in  the  national  rankings. 

The  faculty  and  staff  at  our  three  campuses  continued  to  do 
great  work  to  benefit  our  students.  Not  only  were  they  involved 
in  our  campus  work,  but  many  were  actively  involved  in  various 
academic,  economic,  and  community  organizations.  A  description 
of  many  of  their  activities  and  accomplishments  is  included  in  this 
President's  Report. 

In  2010-201 1,  the  Co-Lin  Foundation  played  a  significant  role  in 
securing  private  donations  and  gifts  to  benefit  the  college.  Over 
$735,382  was  added  to  the  Foundation  to  provide  student  scholar- 
ships, faculty  development  grants,  campus  improvements,  as  well 
as  program  support.  Our  Foundation  assets  now  total  almost  $6 
million  and  provide  a  needed  financial  resource  to  Co-Lin.  It  is 
my  hope  that  we  will  continue  to  build  on  this  momentum  in 
the  future  and  Co-Lin  supporters  and  alumni  will  continue  to  as- 
sist our  college  grow  and  develop  through  their  donations  to  the 
Foundation. 

As  college  President,  I  am  very  proud  of  all  that  has  been  accom- 
plished this  past  year  and  I  look  forward  to  the  years  ahead.  All  of 
us  at  Co-Lin  are  optimistic  about  the  future  of  our  college  and  are 
committed  to  providing  quality  education  and  support  services  to 
the  students  and  communities  we  serve.

Student  Life

Workforce  Education 


The  Workforce  Division  received  a  three-year  Mississippi 
Board  of  Community  College  Challenge  Grant  in  July  of 
2010  that  will  provide  Commercial  Truck  Driver  training 
in  the  Simpson  County  area.  Employment  surveys  have 
shown  tremendous  need  for  truck  drivers  and  the  college  is 
seeking  to  meet  the  needs  of  employers  in  the  region. 

Co- Lin  will  receive  5369,000  over  a  three-year  period  to 


implement  the  Commercial  Truck  Driver  program.  The 
Lnllcge  pui\  i.^cd  .i  Freight  liner  IS:  wheeler  tr.Ktur  (diesel 
truck)  and  two  trailers  with  funds  provided  by  the  State 
Board.  Training  began  in  January  2011  and  will  continue 
through  June  of  2013.  The  plan  is  to  train  75  new  truck 
drivers  during  that  period. 

Establishing  partnerships  was  the  emphasis  during  the 
year.  The  Army  National  Guard  and  Copiah-Lincoln's 
Workforce  Division  developed  a  partnership  in  the  tall 
of  2010  to  train  active  guardsmen  from  all  over  Missis- 
sippi for  commercial  truck  driving.  The  program  prepared 
the  guardsmen  to  take  the  Commercial  Drivers  License 
(CDL)  and  to  work  as  a  Commercial  Truck  Driver.  A  fi- 
nancial project  was  written  between  the  Mississippi  Board 
of  Community  Colleges  and  Co-Lin  to  fund  this  partner- 
ship. 

Co-Lin  combined  with  other  community  colleges  in  pur- 
suing Trade  Adjustment  Assistance  Community  College 
and  Career  Training  Grants  in  the  spring  of  2011.  One  ex- 
ample is  the  Generating  Regional  Opportunities  to  Work 
(GROW)  initiative  designed  to  create  a  manufacturing 
workforce  and  promote  economic  development  in  south 
central  and  southwest  Mississippi. 

The  three  priorities  of  this  grant  are:  1)  Accelerate  progress 
for  low-skilled  workers,  2)  Improve  retention  and  achieve- 
ment rates  to  reduce  time  to  completion  of  training,  3) 
Build  programs  that  meet  industry  needs.  Co- Lin  worked 
hand  in  hand  with  Southwest  Mississippi  Community 
College  in  developing  these  priorities  and  all  other  aspects 
of  the  grant.  Upon  the  successful  awarding  of  this  grant 
Co- Lin  and  Southwest  will  be  partners  in  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  grant. 

A  new  short  term  (256  hour)  Welding  class  was  started 
on  the  Wesson  Campus  in  the  fall  of  2010.  The  class  was 
filled  to  capacity  as  many  residents  are  seeking  to  improve 
their  skills  in  order  to  qualify  for  higher  paying  positions  in 
industry.  An  additional  class  began  in  the  spring  of  2011. 


Co-Lin's  Workforce  Division  partnered  with  the  Georgia 
Gulf  Corporation  in  providing  pre-employment  assess- 
ments for  an  expanding  workforce.  Potential  employees 
were  given  the  Test  of  Adult  Basic  Education  and  the  Ben- 
nett's Mechanical.  A  total  of  31  were  hired  during  the  year. 

Computer  training  continues  to  be  very  popular  through- 
out the  Co-Lin  district.  Outlook,  Excel  and  Qiiickbooks 
classes  accounted  for  271  trained  in  during  FY  2011. 

Online  training  is  increasing  on  a  year-to-year  basis  as 
travel  expenses  increase.  An  example  is  Co-Lin's  part- 
nership with  the  Copiah  County  School  District  to  offer 
educators  a  special  opportunity  to  gain  online  CEU  credit 
through  Ed2Go.  The  project  was  a  success  with  34  teachers 
participating  and  led  to  expansion  oi  the  online  training  to 
other  school  districts  for  the  2012. 

Mississippi  River  Pulp,  formerly  Mississippi  River  Cor- 
poration, renewed  its  training  relationship  with  Co-Lin 
by  receiving  training  in  Cardiopulmonary  Resuscitation 
(CPR),  First  Aid  and  Powered  Industrial  Truck  (PIT). 
Several  other  training  classes  are  scheduled  to  help  main- 
tain Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Administration 
(OSHA)  requirements. 

Co-Lin  continues  serving  as  the  south  central  training  site 
for  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS)  with  training 
provided  by  the  Geosystems  Research  Institute  at  Missis- 
sippi State  University.  Training  is  free  to  state,  county  and 
local  government  employees  in  the  state.  The  training  is 
ideal  for  tax  assessor,  appraiser  and  emergency  manage- 
ment personnel. 

Workforce  Education  funding  is  provided  by  the  Missis- 
sippi State  Board  tor  Community  and  Junior  Colleges  and 
is  available  through  Copiah- Lincoln  Community  College 
to  business  and  industry  its  seven  county  district.  Organi- 
zations interested  in  low  cost  training  should  contact  the 
Workforce  Education  office  at  601.643.8707. 


Career  and  Technical  Education 

The  Career,  Technical  and  Workforce  Division  worked  on  applications  for  three  S2.5  mil- 
lion grants  this  past  year  to  he  awarded  later  this  fall  if  selected.  The  grants  included  areas  of 
health  care,  marketing,  manufacturing  and  adult  basic  education.  Partners  in  the  writing  of 
the  grants  were  other  community  colleges,  local  economic  development  and  state  agencies 
as  well  as  area  business  and  industry  leaders. 

The  Career  and  Technical  programs  received  approximately  $116,875  for  the  Co-Lin  dis- 
trict from  Perkins  funds  during  2010-2011.  Most  of  the  funding  was  used  to  update  tech- 
nology' for  classroom  and  laboratory  instruction.  Additional  purchases  such  as  electronic 
beds,  IV  pumps  and  bedside  tables  were  made  in  the  Natchez  practical  nursing  program 
for  the  new  Howell  C.  Garner  Instructional  Building.  The  Respiratory  Care  Technology 
program  also  received  state-of-art  equipment  through  a  grant  to  make  it  one  of  the  premier 
programs  in  the  state. 

Two  new  programs  were  added  to  the  Drafting  and  Design  Technology  program.  The  first 
is  a  certificate  option  for  Geographical  Information  Systems  Technology,  which  prepares  a 
person  for  entry-level  positions  in  the  GIS  field.  A  GIS  is  an  integrated  database  manage- 
ment system  used  to  store,  organize,  retrieve  and  analyze  geographical  and  resource  data  for 
decision-making.  The  curriculum  includes  computer  assisted  drafting,  map  making,  data- 
base management,  surveying  and  applications  of  GIS.  The  Architectural  Engineering  Tech- 
nology options  is  similar  to  the  Drafting  and  Design  Technology  program  but  has  more 
architectural  options  and  is  designed  for  transfer  to  selected  colleges  and/or  universities. 

In  addition  to  certificates  and  degrees  being  awarded  to  students,  the  instructors  in  various 
programs  have  been  working  with  the  Research  and  Curriculum  Unit  at  Mississippi  State 
University  on  state  and  national  certifications  in  their  area.  Instructors  have  received  addi- 
tional certifications  and  revised  curriculum  to  improve  the  students'  ability  to  be  better  pre- 
pared for  the  workforce.  The  following  programs  will  implement  certifications  this  fall. They 
are:  Business  and  Office  Technology,  Microsoft  Office  Specialist;  Computer  Networking, 
IC3  Certification;  Precision  Machining,  National  Institute  for  Metal  Working  Skills;  and 
Automation  and  Control  Technology,  National  Center  tor  Construction  Education  and 
Research  Certification  in  the  area  of  Core  and  Instrumentation-Level  1. 

The  Medical  programs  continue  to  be  successful  with  100  percent  placement  in  Medical 
Laboratory  Technology,  Respirator)-  Care  Technology  and  the  Natchez  Practical  Nursing 
program.  Medical  Radiograph)'  Technology  has  had  100  percent  board  passage  for  the  last 
seven  years.  This  is  the  fifth  consecutive  year  the  Respiratory  Care  Technology  program  has 
had  100  percent  passage  on  boards  on  the  first  attempt.  This  year's  class  average  on  boards 
was  eight  percent  higher  than  the  national  average.  The  Medical  Laboratory  Technology 
program  has  had  100  percent  board  passage  for  the  last  three  years  and  the  Natchez  Practi-

The  Division  of  Community  Programs  strives  to  provide 
programs  and  services  to  individuals  through  lifelong 
learning.  The  division  provides  educational  and  training 
programs,  cultural  and  recreational  opportunities,  and  em- 
ployment preparation  services  to  constituents.  In  2010- 
2011,  the  division  assisted  over  16,000  individuals  and 
secured  over  $2,200,000  in  funding. 

Adult  Basic  Education  (ABE)  served  528  adults  and  part- 
nered with  eight  locations  providing  20  classes  and  26,986 
classroom  hours.  Seven  hundred  twenty-seven  students 
took  the  General  Educational  Development  Test  (GED) 
with  330  passing  the  examination.  GED  graduations  were 
held  on  the  Wesson  Campus  and  the  Natchez  Campus. 
The  program  renovated  a  classroom  at  the  Jefferson  Coun- 
ty Economic  Development  Center  in  Fayette  providing 
much  needed  classroom  space. 

The  Senior  Community  Employment  Service  Program 
(SCSEP)  is  a  work-training  program,  which  enables  se- 
nior citizens  to  work  and  to  provide  services  to  the  elderly 


and  needy.  The  program  provided  services  to  200  enroll- 
ees  and  over  100  host  agencies.  SCSEP  placed  21  enroll- 
ees  in  unsubsidized  employment  during  this  program  year. 
Through  SCSEP's  Digital  Inclusion  Initiative  computer 
training  was  provided  to  177  older  adults  in  the  Lincoln 
and  Jefferson  County  areas. 

The  Upward  Bound  program  assists  high  school  students 
who  are  potential  first-generation  college  students  or  who 
are  from  low-income  families  in  developing  skills  to  ex- 
perience success  in  post-secondary  education.  During  the 
academic  year,  71  students  from  6  target  schools  received 
instructional,  tutorial,  and  counseling  services  at  their  high 
school  and  at  seven  monthly  sessions  at  the  college.  Fifty- 
eight  students  participated  in  a  6-week  summer  residential 
program. 

The  Billv  B. Thames  Conference  Center,  also  known  asThe 
Thames  Center,  is  used  by  educational  and  civic  groups, 
local  businesses,  industry,  and  by  individuals  for  private 
functions.  The  Thames  Center  scheduled  over  500  events

for  workshops,  computer  training,  seminars,  luncheons, 
banquets,  and  overnight  accommodations  and  served  ap- 
proximately 15,000  participants,  including  11  new  client 
groups.  The  Thames  Center  staff  works  in  cooperation 
with  all  on-campus  groups  for  special  meetings  and  events 
including  the  Workforce  Education  Division  of  the  col- 
lege to  provide  space  for  specialized  programs,  education 
and  training  for  businesses  and  industry. 

The  Institute  for  Learning  in  Retirement  (ILR)  is  a  mem- 
ber-driven organization  dedicated  to  meeting  cultural  and 
learning  needs  of  our  maturing  population.  Over  100 
individuals  with  membership  participated  in  activities  in- 
cluding a  monthly  Fun  Day  and  Book  Club.  The  group 
also  held  two  membership  socials,  seven  luncheon  lectures 
and  a  year-end  picnic;  one  specialized  social  networking 
computer  class;  26  class/workshops;  six  day  field  trips;  and 
three  overnight  trips. 


The  annual  textbook  fair  and  curriculum  meeting  for  academic  faculty  was  held  on  the 
Natchez  Campus  in  April.  Ibis  meeting  was  planned  and  coordinated  by  the  members 
of  the  Textbook  Committee.

*  Dr.  Kevin  McKone  has  been  working  with  NASA  on 
a  project  geared  toward  the  use  of  robots  in  education  in 
an  effort  to  secure  funding  for  the  summer  robotics  camp 


for  area  elementary/junior  high  students.  This  project  was 
recently  awarded  $1,000  to  be  used  this  summer.  In  ad- 
dition, McKone  submitted  an  abstract  which  was  selected 
by  a  committee  to  allow  him  to  travel  to  Reno,  NV,  to 
be  mentored  in  writing  the  project  for  submission  to  the 
National  Science  Foundation  for  funding  consideration. 
Carey  Williamson  and  McKone  will  be  traveling  to  Mon- 
terey, CA,  in  July  and  August  in  a  collaboration  between 
the  academic  and  career-technical  areas  to  be  trained  in 
building  underwater  ROV's  and  ocean  drifters  which  will 
allow  for  the  expansion  of  the  summer  camp.

TThe  Howell  C.  Garner  Instructional  Center  was  dedi- 
cated on  March  3  in  a  ceremony  attended  by  more 
than  150  state,  regional,  local  dignitaries  and  resi- 
dents. The  S4.2  million,  25,500-square-foot  facility  was  built 
by  Clark  Construction  of  Mississippi,  and  designed  by  Carl 
Freiler  Nobles  &  Singleton  Architects,  PA.  It  will  house  all 
health  science  programs  as  well  as  academic  programs. 

The  facility  is  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Howell  C.  Garner, 
retired  Co-Lin  president,  and  former  dean  of  the  Natchez 
campus.  He  was  instrumental  in  securing  financing  for  the 
building,  and  the  land  on  which  the  center  is  built.  State-of- 
the-art  equipment  for  the  center  is  being  purchased  in  part 
with  a  $740,000  federal  no-interest  loan  secured  through  the 
help  of  the  Southwest  Mississippi  Electric  Power  Association. 

The  Garner  Center  is  the  newest  facility  on  the  Natchez 
campus  since  1996  when  the  Tom  Reed  Academic  Center  was 
opened. 


At  the  Simpson  Count)'  Center,  new  sod  was  planted  in  the 
front  and  side  of  the  building;  new  concrete  was  poured  on  the 
front  courtyard  area  as  well  as  the  back  patio  area;  the  Train- 
ing Room  in  the  Faculty  Suite  area  was  turned  into  two  new 
faculty  offices. 

Wolf  Hollow  Golf  Club  re-dedicated  the  new  Alton  Greenlee 
Clubhouse  and  Pro  Shop  in  December.  The  over  3,000  square 
foot,  S200,000  facility-  was  built  through  private  fund-raising 
efforts. The  new  clubhouse  includes  men's  and  women's  locker 
rooms,  grill,  and  a  fully-stocked  pro  shop. 

Construction  continues  on  the  new  S3. 2  million  men's  honors 
residence  hall  on  the  Wesson  Campus.  The  residence  hall  will 
have  28  rooms  (56  beds)  with  two  rooms  sharing  a  bathroom. 
The  scheduled  completion  date  is  October  2011.

Co-Lin  joined  the  14  other  Mississippi  community  colleges 
in  the  statewide  marketing  effort  to  increase  the  number  of 
graduates  from  the  state's  community  colleges.  "Your  As- 
sociate Degree.  Own  It."  is  the  slogan  for  the  graduation 
campaign. 

The  annual  community  college  Capitol  Day  in  February, 
hosted  by  the  900-member  statewide  faculty  association, 
spotlighted  underfunding  at  the  colleges.  Credit  enroll- 
ment at  Mississippi's  15  community  colleges  has  increased 
31  percent  over  the  past  three  years,  but  state  funding  has 
continued  to  decline  since  2007,  when  the  legislators  ap- 
proved mid-level  funding. 

Mid-level  mandates  per-student  funding  for  community 
colleges  that  is  midway  between  per-student  funding  for 
K-12  students  and  regional  public  university  students.  The 
colleges  need  S134  million  to  completely  achieve  mid-level 
funding,  which  is  a  gap  ot  52,288  per  student. 


Current  year  state  appropriations  funding  decreased  10.3 
percent  over  the  previous  year  to  below  2008  levels,  which

students  with  fewer  state  dollars.  During  the  past  10  years 
community  college  enrollment  has  grown  54  percent  while 
state  support  has  declined  by  26  percent. 

Rep.  Kelvin  Buck,  D-Hollv  Springs,  chairman  of  the  Uni- 
versities and  Colleges  Committee,  said  mid-level  binding 
must  be  addressed  before  proposed  new  performance  stan- 
dards are  imposed  on  community  colleges. 

Lt.  Gov.  Phil  Bryant,  a  community  college  alumnus,  noted 
the  students'" Vote  Mississippi  Values" shirts. 

"I  understand  what  Mississippi  Values  are,"  he  said.  "A  part 
of  them  is  a  good  education,  working  hard  and  supporting 
your  family.  Community  colleges  help  young  people  and 
now  nontraditional  students  do  just  that.  . , ,  That's  why  we 


love  and  work  hard  in  community  colleges."
